In London yesterday the Stock Markets 
were good, but business was below the 
recent high-water mark.

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The Balkans. 


The reappearance in the French com- 
muniqués of reports upon the operations 
of the Eastern Army suggests an early re- 
opening of active hostilities on the Balkan 
front. The report covering the month of-+ 
March confirms unofficial accounts of a 
gradual revival of activity, beginning 
rather more than a fartnight ago, and 
growing more intense. and purposeful as 
the month advanced. Up to the 13th of 
March there had been no change in the 
superficial aspect of, the situation since the 
retreat upon Salonika last December, *n 
which the Tenth (Irish) Division added new 
glory to the laurels of Gallipoli. Only in 
its superficial aspect, however, did the 
situation remain unchanged throughout 
the winter. In December the meagre 
Franco-British forces withdrawn from the 
forlorn hope upon which they had been 
pushed up into Serbian Macedonia were 
hopelessly outnumbered by the wombined 
forces of the enemy. Confronted with 
that motley array, ill-assorted enough in 
the composition of its elements, but 
flushed and united in easy confidence by 
the victories in Serbia, the Allies could 
contemplate nothing more ambitious than 
a defensive holding of the entrenched lines 
covering Salonika. They had to expect 
an attack, by Bulgarians, Austro-Germans, 
and probably Turks as well, upon the 
positions which were being feverishly forti- 
fied while the retreat from Serbian Mace- 
donia was in progress. The expected 
attack on Salonika, however, chiefly on 
account of the enemy’s political difficulties 
with Greece, did not come throughout the 
winter, and it is no rash prophecy to pre- 
dict that now it will never be delivered. 
The movement, beginning on the 13th of, 
March, of enemy patrol detachments across 
the Greek frontier—just south of which 
the Allies, while their main bodies are 
within the lines of Salonika, have main- 
tained forces of observation—is not to be 
interpreted as foreshadowing aggressive in- 
tentions on the part of the enemy. Un- 
official accounts agree, and the French 
official report tacitly bears them out, that 
this movement is- inspired by anxiety to 
discover the extent and object of the un- 
concealed offensive intentions of the 
Allies. 

Though no action of the smallest import- 
ance has been fought in Macedonia during 
the past four months, the winter, neverthe- 
less, has witnessed a remarkable change 
in the Balkan balance of power. In the 
middle of December, when they retired to 
Salonika, the Allies were in a miserable 
inferiority in respect of men, of guns, of. 
munitions, and of every requirement pecu- 
liar to a Balkan campaign. Now, at the 
beginning of April, we may confidently 
assert, General Sarrail and Sir Bryan 
Mahon enjoy a comfortable preponderance 
in all normal requirements, and are 
adequately provided with those forms of 
transport and supply which are indispen- 
sable to campaigning in a mountainous 
country where roads are few and bad. 
The operation of two factors has contri- 
buted to this result. It is due not only, 
or even chiefly, to the actual increase in 
the striking force of the Allies, but also 
to the diminution in the strength of the 
enemy. Apart from the general growth 
in the military establishment of Gr&at 
Britain, two events have’ enabled us 
to reinforce very powerfully the British 
contribution to the Allied strength 
at Salonika. In the first place, we are 
free from our entanglement in Gallipoli, 
where the troops employed, if they gained 
little else, garmed at least experience in 
warfare in bréken country. In the next 
place, the Turkish» collapse before the 
Russians and the crushing of the Senussi 
movement have removed all danger to the 
security of Egypt, and released the very. 
large forces concentrated there for action, 
if necessary, in the Balkans. On the other 
hand, Turkey's preoccupations in Asid 
have made it exceedingly improbable that 
she will participate actively in a Balkan 
campaign unless she is herself attacked in 
Thrace. Further, their necessities on the 
French and Russian fronts have compelled 
the Austro-Germans to withdraw from 
Macedonia all but some half-dozen of their 
divisions. Bulgaria, therefore, is left 
almost alone to bear the brunt of the 
Franco-British offensive, the imminence of 
which is sufficiently indicated by the state- 
ment in the French official report that 
“important forces of British cavalry” 
have established themselves near the Greek 
frontier. 

The visit to London of the Crown Prince 
of Serbia, who has already wisited Rome 
and Paris, reminds us that, in this offen- 
sive, another element besides the French 
and British forces will participate. The 
Serbian Army of a hundred and fifty 
thousand men, reorganised and refitted at 
Corfu after its terrible retreat across 
Albania,‘is now ready to co-operate, ‘tither 
with the French and British from the 
Zgean, or possibly with the Italians frem 
the Adriatic, in the reconquest of its 
‘country. . We could wish that the political 
outlook in the Balkans were as favourable 
as the military outlook. Our relations 
with Greece are improved, and the 
tendency of Rumania’s attitude in favour 
of the Allies has been well marked ; but 
there is no positive assurance that either

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Too Much Commons... 


Commenting upon the recent air debate 
in the House of Commons, “a journalistic 
supporter of the Government finds it 
monstrous that questions should be asked 
in the House of Commons with regard to 
the precise position and. character of 
guns used against enemy aircraft, . There 
is justice in this complaint. All through 
the war, while the Press has been muzzled 
to such an extent that the public has been 
kept in the dark concerning matters which 
it had a right to know, there have been 
constant revelations of important secrets 
in both Houses of Parliament. Every 
day the Order Paper of the House 
of Commons contains questions which 
never ought to have been printed. It 
is true that in most cases. they are 
not answered; but very. often the 
mischief has been done already, since the 
mere appearance of the question in print 
has been sufficient to put the enemy s staff 
on the qui rire. So long as Parliament is 
sitting it is extremely difficult to put a 
stop to these objectionable questions, 
Ministers are nervously anxious not to be 
thought to be sheltering themselves under 
the -guise of conserving the public 
interest ; hence they allow their tormen- 
tors a latitude which not. in the in- 
terests of the State. In view of this 
timidity on their part, there is only one 
sure. method by which this leakage of 
valuable information, can be prevented, 
and that is by still further reducing the 
sittings of Parliament. There would be 
little objection to such a course, The 
main function of the House of Commons, 
that of looking after the finances of the 
country, has. for years past been most im- 
perfectly performed, and is now, owing tq 
the special circumstances of the war, 1m- 
possible of proper performance at. all. 
The great fault of the Coalition Covern- 
ment has been its inability to take prompt 
decisions in matters of vital importance. 
Its members are, with one exception, party 
politicians, and cannot rid themselves of 
the habit of thinking how this or that 
measure will commend itself to this or 
that group in the House ‘of Commons. 
There was an example of this in the House 
of Lords on Tuesday, when Lord Crewe 
deprecated the proposal . to, sispend the 
Land Valuation Department until after 
the. war—thereby saving many thousands 
of pounds, and releasing sóme hundreds 
of able-bodied men for other service— 
because, forsooth, it might be regarded by 
the Liberal and Labour members as a 
breach of the party truce. So long as 
the House of Commons is sittiag, we are 
afraid that it will be impossible to wean 
eur leading politicians from the habit of 
laying their ears to the ground, instead of 
keeping their eyes on the enemy. As 
soon as the Budget is out of the way the 
Prime Minister will, if he is wise, decide 
to give Parliament a long holiday, and to 
give himself, his colleagues, and his mili- 
tary advisers a chance of working out the 
Allies’ plans for defeating Germany. 
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Union Reform. 


The cost of upkeep of many of the work- 
houses in Ireland is absurdly large in re- 
lation to the very small number of their 
inmates. Under present arrangements a 
workhouse is maintained in every Union, 
and the only authorised method of reduc 
ing the number of these wasteful establish- 
ments is the amalgamation of Unions. 
Unfortunately, amalgamation is not always 
convenient in areas where the number of 
workhouses could be reduced with ad- 
vantage. In illustration of this point 
the conditions in County Tyrone, where 
the problem has lately been investigated 
with some thoroughness, may be cited, The 
number of inmates has been reduced by the 
operation of the~Old Age Pensions} Act, 
and, recently, by war conditions ; and the 
great rise in the cost of fuel and provisions 
has accentuated the point of expense. On 
the other hand, the smaller Unions have 
certain strong objections to complete 
amalgamation with the larger Unions. 
What is wanted is a plan to end the extra- 
vagance involved in keeping up large work- 
“houses for a handful of paupers, and at the 
same time to leave the smaller Unions in 
‘existence for the purposes for which they 
are still needed. This reform could be 
achieved if some of the Boards of Guardians 
were able to close their workhouses wholly 
or in part, and to board out their paupers 
in adjoining Unions, while the Union and 
the Board of Guardians would remain for 
the purpose of administering the Medical 
Charities Act and outdoor relief. Within 
the war period an Act has been 
passed authorising the transfer of 
paupers from one workhouse to 
another “in connection with the present 
war.” It has occurred to the local 
authorities in County Tyrone that, af this 
limitation were removed, the needed re- 
form could be achieved. A resolution in 
favour of the immediate submission to Par- 
liament of a short amending Act to delete 
the words “in connection with the present 
war’ has been adopted by the Tyrone 
County Council and all the local Boards :

sv. Sm,—I am one of the many men of the 
10th (Imeh) Division who were wounded at 
Suvia Bay last August. I am still suffering 
from my severe wounds, not being able to 
walk properly. Last night I wag proceeding 
‘across Dublin in a cab, when in Grafton 
street a large crowd of able-bodied young 
‘men, headed by pipers, came down the street, 
holding up my conveyance, the windows of 
which were open. Filthy eprthete were hurled 
at me by these men, and at least one man 
sat at me through the open window. I 
have since learned that these peaple came 
from a meeting at the Mansion House (lent for 
the payee y the Lord Mayor), presided 
over by a Dublin Alderman, and addressed by 
Sat Catholic ime 

I have seen my fellow-countrymen fight, and 
die like men—like Irishmen—on the blood- 
stained rocks of Suvia Bay and Chocolate Hill, 
and I feel that it is an outrage to the memory 
of my gallant comrades that such men as 
those who paraded Dublin last night should 
be allowed to be at liberty in Ireland. If they 
are British subjects they, and those who lead 
them, should be dealt with as they deserve. 
If, as I believe they argue, they are not of 
British nationality, they must be aliens, and 
should be interned as alien enemies. I saw 
several soldiers being jostled and insulted by 
the. crowd last night. I was dealt with my- 
self in the way I have described, and I ask: 
How long is this conduct going to be tolerated ?

“NAVAL FIGHT IN A 


ENEMY DESTROYER IN FLAMES. 


CLEOPATRA’S LIGHTNING 
STROKE, 
A special correspondent of the Scotsman 
writes :—Behind the simple announcement 


made by the Admiralty, that His Majesty's 
ship Cleopatra had rammed and sunk a Ger- 


i was the raid on Sylt carried 


man destroyer, there lies the story of one of 
the most stirring days spent by our Navy at 
sea since the war began. As the memorable 
raid on Cuxhaven was made in a fog, so also 
through in 
weather which multiplied the difficulties of 
our sailors and airmen. The winter just 
closing has yielded few such blizzards as that 
which raged over the North Sea last Satur- 
day, but out of the blinding hail-laden gale 
there emerged on Sunday the gallant ships 
which had disappeared to the eastward some 
time previously, and the cheering of crews 
told of the success which had attended them 
on their mission. By the time the coasts ot 
the enemy were within measurable distance 
there was a gale on sea, and the icy blasts 
which swept out of the north-west bore hail 
and blinding snow.. The attackers sailed into 
a blizzard, and in it the action in which they 
soon found themselves was fought under the 
most difficult conditions that could be en- 
countered at sea. Those conditions account 
for the collision between two of our destroyers. 
The marvel was that under the conditions 
which prevailed the airmen made any attempt 
to ascend at all. They defied the elements, 
however, and went off on their mission with 
an eagerness eloquent of the spirit of the ser- 
wice. That the enemy patrols were well and 
speedily informed of the approach of the 
British ships became apparent as soon as our 
men were within striking distance, and the 
action ensued upon the first glimpse which the 
opposing squadrons obtained of each other in 
the blizzard. 
“ SIGHT AND SMASA.” 

There was provided then an opportunity 
for the naval might of Germany, sheltering in 
Kiel, to find that British Fleet for which they 
have “' searched’ so long and so fruitlessly. 
But the heavy fighting ships of Germany 


made no effort to come from the waters 
behind Heligoland to the succour of the de- | 
stroyer squadron which had been discovered | 
by the British ships. I 

With the ships separated and lost from ea h 
other completely in the whirl of snow, and 
with visible signalling utterly impossible, the 
chase of the German destroyers was a matter 
for individual ships. ‘‘Sight and smash” 
was the order of action, aud there was no 
sighting save at close range and with dramatic 
suddenness. Whenever a German hall was 
revealed for an instant through the smother of | 
the storm the British guns made deadly play. 
The weakest ships of the enemy were also the | 
unluckiest. The storm did not shelter them | 


from the searching foe, which had pounced go | 


suddenly upon them; and the two armed 
trawlers. 
could, were disposed of first and very rapidly. 
They were well fitted patrol vessels, and the 
term trawler scarcely describes them ac- 
curately, so surprising was their ability when | 
it to steaming. In the midst 
of the action, in virtual blackness, the 
destroyer Medusa and one of her con- 
sorts came down upor each other in

He attempted 
to use his guns, but with little effect, and be- 
fore there was a chance to launch a torpedo 
the swift light cruiser ,crashed into him, and 
cut him down. The Cleopatra was moving at 
great speed, and, light as she is, her sharp 
bows drove deeply into the hull of the enemy, 
hurling the destroyer ahead of her, listing 
heavily, with the sea pouring into her .shat- 
tered hull. “The stricken enemy fell away from 
the bows of the cruiser, and the blinding snow 
came down and hid her from. view as the 
cruiser plunged on in the darkness. ‘there 
was a rush to the place where the destroyer 
was last seen, but the storm held. Another 
spot where the destroyérs had been was 
located ; there was nothing on ghe wind-driven 
surface of the sea but some débris and a film 
of oil,

WHAT IRISHWOMEN CAN DO, 

The Irish War Savings Committee have 
published an interesting pamphlet, written by 
Mrs. May C. Starkie, on the subject, 
‘‘ Woman's Part in the Economy Campaign,”’ 
in the course of which she says:—Of all the 
changes wrought by the war the. most re- 
markable and the most rapidly and pain- 
lessly accomplished has been the mobilisation 
of women.

Pegg possess. As the Germans and 
r Hungarians have been unable to con- 
Yince other peoples by reason, they resort 
to arms in order that they may demon- 
strate in this fashion that they are the 
nations of kultur or of civilisation. There 
is, then, an absorbing interest in all that 
M. Sorel writes. The interest lies, in the 
first instance, in the nature of his sub- 
ject, for do we not all want to understand 
the true nature of violence? It lies also 
in the manner of treatment which the au- 
thor gives to his theme. His writing is 
So modest and his conclusions are so tenta- 
tive that criticism is almost disarmed. 
M. Sorel perceives with the utmost clear- 
ness the share taken by force in the work 
of civilisation. Indeed, he regards forte as 
akin to war in the effects which it exer- 
cises on our civilisation. Inevitably we

should be able to exercise a reviving in-. 
fluence on progress: That war does un- 
doubtedly exercise ‘such an effect does 
not admit of a doubt.* Why should it do 
so? It is vain to say that in war a man 
— opportunities that would never 
ave come his way in time of peace. 
That 1s to say, a man has been preparing 
himself unconsciously for the eccasion. 
He seizes it because his nature was de- 
veloping, and he is able to scize his 
chance because of this preparation. Facts, 
however, are against this view. Take an 
instance. A man was awarded the Vic- 
toria Cross for an amazing act of bravery. 
He was not conspicuously more brave 
than others of his comrades. He was not 
more unselfish, not more devoted to his 
parents or to his own people, and he was 
certainly not more self-sacrificing. Here, 
indeed, lies the puzzle. The conduct of 
war means brutality, force employed in 
killing. Why should such conduct lead 
men to do acts of which they were, in 
not a few cases, incapable in their ordi- 
nary life? To the reviewer this is one 
of the strangest phases of the war, and 
1 1s one that M. Sorel does not face. 

The author has the most lively ab- 
‘horrence of stagnation. As a contrast 
to his writing we took down from our 
shelves J. S. Mill's well-known book on 
“The Principles of Political Economy.” 
There we found the English philosopher 
contemplating a state of society which 
was stationary, in which there should 
be no great changes. To M. Sorel such a 
stationary state of society is at the anti- 
podes of all his thought. Violence will 
prevent stagnation, and will render the 
progress of mankind capable of wonderful 
expansion. Irom his point of view there 
is’ not a little truth in the conception 
that the use of violence is required io 
aid in the-ruin. of institutions. God, 
Tennyson taught us, fulfils Himself in 
many ways, lest one good custom should 
corrupt the world. Violence, according 
to M. Sorel, fulfils its peculiar functions 
in many ways, lest institutions should 
master men, and should not be- mast red

The Grand 
possegpsed a will of his own, and 
now there is no strong man left in the 
Imperial family. After reading of the 
Emp@or's treatment of his wife, the 
Empress Elizabeth, or the despicable 
meanness Of his behaviour towards his 


one could have the slightest doubt as to 
Franz Josef's inordinate selfishness. His 
friendship with Frau Schratt has become 
historical. It would be difficult to say 
what influence she has wielded, but that 
she had, and has, plenty is evident. 
Habsburg tragedies have become a tradi- 
tion, but some interesting light is thrown 
upon the mystery which surrounds the 
death. of the Crown Prince Rudolf and 
the beautifal Baroness Marie Vetsera. 
The relations between Austria. and 
Hungary are not likely to be improved 
by the favour extended to the latter from 
Berlin. The author tells us that Austria 
endures the evil of Prussia as an un- 
pleasant necessity. What will the end 
be? The Habsburgs have had their day, 
and will sink into obscurity. Afterwards 
the Government will undergo some modifi- 
cation, but the end of the empire which 
we knew as Austria is surely at hand.

LOVE-FEASTS. 


The Rev. R. Lee Cole has written a 
scholarly work in his history of the Chris- 


lity, but the author has done his research 
with care. There are some minor 
blemishes in his book. For example, ac- 
cording to the index, which is good, the 
late W. E. -H. Lecky was a professor, 
whereas he was nothing of the sort. Mr. 
Lee Cole uses Liddell and Scott's “ Greek 
English Lexicon,’ though most men work- 
ing at non-classical Greek use Grimm's 
In all probability, the writer 
has Grimm’s Thayer, and his omission of 
it im the list of abbreviations which he 
employs is. accidental. The most serious 
fault we have to find with the book is 
that comparative religion is left op one 
side. The book opens with a clear intro- 
duction to the whole subject. Then fol- 
lows the discussion of pagan and Jewish 
parallels; but why does Mr. Lee Cole 
cease to find other parallels? It cannot 
be for lack of material. Take the magnum 
opus of Sir J. G. Frazer, “The Golden 


Bough.” On. mány a page of that illu- 
minating work there is parallél after 
uaill to thé love-feast of the Chris- 


tian. The author may say that this ex- 
tension of his book was foreign to his 
plan. Perhaps, it was. We are, however, 
certain that the work has lost in value 
by its non-recognition of parallels among | 
the primitive tribes still existing even in 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries. 
To the Christian it is true that Christ is 
“the light that lighteth every man that 
cometh into the world.” It is, therefore, 


without the love-feasts which were so 
common during the first four centuries.

| ORDEAL BY BATTLE. 

_“" Ordeal by Battle,” which was first pub- 
lished in June of last year, has had a very 
wide circulation on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic. It.is now re-published at ls., and 
Messrs. Macmillan have done well in put- 
ting a book so valuable within reach even 
of the rest. The book has been 
abridged, but nothing of first importance 

been omitted, and it still runs to over 
four hundred pages, The author has writ- 
ten an important new introduction, in 
which he touches upon a number of ques- 
tions, the popular judgment on which has 
been modified even-since Mr. Oliver wrote 
his original preface. ‘‘The need for na- 
tional service,” for example, is now no 
longer in question. The inadequacy of 
voluntaryism to our needs in a great war 
Is conceded. Certainly the voluntary 
system in Britain has yielded results 
which have astonished friend and foe alike. 

It has peremptorily confuted the sneer 
that we are a decadent people. That is a 
discovery to be received with gratitude. 
Nevertheless voluntaryism, even at its 
splendid best, is no longer equal to the 
tremendous demands of this war of nations. 
Mrs Oliver criticises very sharply the late 
Taberal Government and its successor, the 
Coalition. “The nation,” he says, “has 
been counting up results, and its doubt is 
turning into certainty. When its own ex- 
istence is at stake it may not be quite so 
powerless to discover and set up an alter- 
native Government as the Whips’ offices 
and thes House oft Commons seem to 
Imagine.” ' Again, he says: ‘The first 
great cause of popular distrust of the 
Government arises from their delays; the 
second from their want of frankness.”’ Mr. 


Oliver tries to be scrupulously fair in his | 


criticism, and he has a satisfactory habit 
of getting down to bedrock in his discus- 
sions. It is very doubtful, however, if any 
critic or publicist possesses enough inside 
knowledge to do full justice to contem- 
porary Governments and leaders, especi- 
ally in the middle of a great war where 
decisions must be taken in secrecy.

The annual report stated 
that the donations of £50. and upwards re- 
ceived during the year amounted to £1,119 
12s. 6d., and bequests to £4,144 15s. Three 
thousand one hundred and eight-rine new 
cases were received, and they, with the 258 
remaining from the previous year, make a 
total of 5,447 intern patients treated during 
1915. Owing to nearly all the beds having 
been made available, the daily average num- 
ber of patients under treatment in 1915 was a 
good deal higher than in 1914—namely, 266.8 
against 238.1. Amongst. these was a large 
number of sailors and soldiers from active 
service, who all did remarkably well, the only 
death: amongst them being one from pneu- 
monia. In the extern department over 
87,000 cases were treated during the year.
